‘tion answered for them by the de- 
partment of poultry husbandry of the 


Michigan State Agricultural College. 
By careful experiment it has been 
found that Wyandottes, Plymouth 
Rocks, R. I. Reds and Orphingtons 
gain in flesh most rapidly. 

It has also been demonstrated that 
purebred birds take on flesh ,more 
rapidly than crossbreeds. 

Where the quickest possible me- 
thod of fattening is desired. the crate. 
plan is recommended. Here each of 


ithe birds is allowed’ about one square 


foot of room. By use of this method 
a pound of gain can be put upon a 


fowl at a cost of 6 to 8 cents. 


Another method. is to place the 
fowls in a small room which can be 
lighted or darkened at the pleasure 
of the operators. The chickens are 
fed regularly twice, a day what they 
will clean up in about 20 minutes, 
After feeding the room should be 


{darkened so that the fowls will. be 


quiet. Lack of exercise softens the 
muscels, exercise hardens them.
